BRITAIN TO REPLY 


Execution of Financial Plan of 
Coal Arrangement With 
Germany Outlined 


BOULOGNE, July 27.—(Aasociated 
Press)—Premierg Lloyd George and 
Millerand determined at their confer- 
adenceo rnoont hisatef heret n ts 
ence here this ufternoon to stand by 
the original plan for a peace confer- 
snee wita the Russian soviets, They 
also outlined execution of the finan- 
clul plan of the coal arrangements 
with Germany, 

Mr. Lioyd George accepted in the 
main, Millerand’s views and it wae de- 
cided Great Britain should reply to 
tie soviet demand for an internation- 
al conference that it could not take 
plafe unless the Bolsheviki reversed 
their present attitude and agreed to 
discuss thereat peace with Poland and 
that a qualified representative of 
Russia and the border states should 
attend, Saould Moscow accept these 
conditions, then M. Millerand will be 
consulted by Great Britain and he wil! 
lay down the conditions necessary for 
recognition of the soviet. This at- 
titude is taken to insure Poland not 
being overwhelmed by facing the Bol- 
Bheviki alone in tne negotiations, 

Advances to Germaay 

Regarding the advances to Ger- 
Many agreed upon at Spa in the coal 
agreement, it was determined that 
Germany should deliver to the repar- 
ations commission by September Ist, 
1920, German treasury bonds to 
the value of sixty million gold marks 
bearing six per cent interest and ma- 
turing May Ist, 1921, which may be 
sold or used as collateral wita or with- 
out the allies’ endorsement as a 
means for the reparations commission 
realizing upon them. 

After September ist Germany shall 
deliver to the commission § eimilar 
bonds corresponding to the advances 
France is to make for fulfilment of 
the promised coal delivery. 

Simple Banking Operation 

In this way France will be relieved 
of the burden through a simple bank- 
ing operation. To establish quickly 
the amount of advances France ig to 
make to Germany the reparations 
commission can fix forty gold marke 
per ton provisionally, the amount to 
be ‘adjusted later. ; 

The reparationg commissions will 
be charged wita the entire execution 
of the Spa agreement, ao far ag con- 
cerns’ coal delivery and. allied ad- 
vances to Germany on account of the 
coal delivery.

Negotiate U.S. Army Aviators Are 


Confident Trip 


Will Be Successful 


Captain St. Clair Street Declares That Only Forced Landings Will 


Mar Good Fortune That Has 


Accompanied Them—Every Care 


to Be Taken in Crossing Mountains Which is Most Hazardous 


of Trip—Leave City Thursday 


“No doubt whatsoever is entertain- 
ed by the American aviators but what 
the aerial trip to Nome, Alaska, will| 
be made successfully, and to the com- 
plete satisfaction of all concerned. | 
We have had a splendid trip so far,! 
and all our anticipations are tnrat 
this success will follow us. Of course, 
we realize that the hardest part of the 
journey is still to be negotiated.” 

Such wag the message that, Captain 
St. Clair Street, officer in charge of 
the American army's aerial expedition 
from New York to Nome, Alaska, a 
distance of nine tiousand miles, left 
with The Bulletin when his party 
reached the Macdonald hotel at eight 
o'clock Tuesday evening. The entire 
party of aerial men Sad worked from 
two o'clock Tuesday afternoon in 
order that everything might be in 
working condition for the take-off 
and continuance of the journey west- 
ward to be made sometime Thursday 
morning. - 

Do Not Anticipate Forced Landings 

“Only forced landings wil \mar the 
good fortune that has accom ed us, 
But we do not anticipate apy such 
contingency,’ was the added comment 
of Captain Street. He remarked that 
every care would be taken in crossing 
the mountainous portion of the tour 
and expressed the opinion that cau- 
tion, coupled with the preparation 
that had been made by the advance 
officer, Captain Douglas, would leave 
little in the way to impede a success- 
ful completion of the voyage. 

Every individual effort is being 
made by ‘the aviators in order that 
the anticipated hopes of the United 
States’ war department might be real- 
ized, Althougia pilots and assistants 
reached tae May-Gorman landing 
grounds about two o'clock ‘Tuesday 
afternoon, it was not until eight 
o'clock in the evening that the 
flying men thought of proceeding to 
the ‘notel for their much needed rest. 
Instead they remained at the aviation 
grounds taking every possible remedy 
and precaution so that their planes 
might be in order for the continuance 
of the journey T.aursday. 

Entertained in Clty 

On Thursday evening, the flying 
visitors were royally entertained by 
several of Edmonton's public spirited 
citizens, An informal banquet was 
held at the Macdonald hote} at which 
Acting Mayor East, Alderman Charles 
Hepburn, A. EB. Duclos, the Gorman 
Bros., Captain “Wop” May, John 
Michaels and a number of local fly- 
ing men were in attendance. Every-/ 
thing possible is being done to give 
them a hearty welcome and a good 
entertainment while in this city. 

Taking four hours of actual flying 
time to’ come the 800 miles from 
Saskatoon to Edmonton, American 
aviators, flying four powerful De 
Haviland planes, landed at the May- 
Gorman aerodrome at four minutes 
after two o'clock Tuesday afternoon.

a result of the general provincial 


election held in Nova Scotia today, the Liberal government, which 
has been continuously in power for the past thirty-eight years, and 
headed by Gerge H. Murray since 1896, was returned with a majority 
of seventeen in a house of ‘forty-three members, substantially the 
same as it received as a result of the election in June 1916. The 


campaign leading up to the elections was unusually quiet.

The Liberals gained one seat each | 
in Halifax (Kings, Lunenburg, Rich- 
mand and Queens, and lost three seats 
in Cape Breton, two in Cumberland, 
one in Antigonish and one in Yar- 


mouth, ianaking their net loss two 
seats. 
Hon. E. H. Armstrong Defeated. 


Included in the seats was that of 
Hon. E. H. Armstrong, commissioner | 
of public works and mines, who was 
the only member of the government 
to go down to defeat, although at a 
late hour Hon. R. McGregor's seat in 
Pictou was still placed in the uncer- 
tain List. 

The Conservatives, with a member- | 
ship of eleven in the late house under 
the leadership of W. L. Hail, de- 
feated in Queens county, returned a 
single representative, Dr. J. A. Mac- 
donald, in Richmond. 

They lost five seats to the Liberals, 
one each in Queens, Halifax, Kings, 
Lunenburg and Richmond; three to 
Farmers, two in Colchester and one 
in Hants, and two to Labor, one in 
Cape Breton and one in Cumberland, 
a total of ten seats. The Farmers 
took seven of the fifteen seats for 
which they contended and Labor took 
five out of the thirteen candidates. 
Neither of the two thirteen candidates,

Resolute had picked 
up @ better breeze, and was speek- 
ing for the mark, one and a half 
miles away. The wind increased 
to nearly five knots as the two 
sloops neared the mark. Resolute 
drew constantly, though slowly, 
ahead. Shamrock was half a 
mile astern when Resolute round- 
ed the mark.

Burton Shows More Skill 

Sandy Hook, N.J., July 27—Sham- 
hock IX Tuesday led Resolute across 
the starting line in th® final inter- 
national yacht race to settle the des- 
tiny of the America’s cup, the start 
being delayed from 11:30 owing to 
absence of wind. 

Starting on the thirty-mile wind- 
ward and leeward course charted for 
Tuesday afternoon, Shamrock had 
the better of it, Ser skipper berthing 
nicely to windward before the yachts 
crossed the line. 

Both yachts hung back when | the 
Starting signal was sounded at 2:15, 
and failed to reaca the line before the 
two minutes handicap limit expired. 

The official starting time wag the 
@ame for both boats—2:17:00. be- 
cause both had failed to cross within 
the two minutes handicap limit. 

Having beaten Captain Adams, of 
Resolute, for position for tne first 
time in the geeries, Captain Burton 
crossed the line on the starboard tack 
and then came about on the port tack, 
apparently hunting for a better 
breeze under the Jersey shore, Reso- 
lute did likewise, 

The sea was very smoot and there 
was little quartering wave from either 
yacht. A eurprising feature of the first 
five minutes of sailing was the way 
Shamrock held herself on the edge of 
the wind. She pointed as well as 
Resolute for the first time in their 
fight for the America’s cup. She in- 
creased her gain as,ehe moved inland 
and it seemed as if she was getting a 
better wind aloft than tae Ameritan 
boat. She was about 50 yards to wind- 
ward of the defender. 

Shamrock crossed Resolute’s bow 
at 2:32. The challenger footed very 
fast in the light air and contrary to 
his former tactics, Aer skipper kept! 
her right on the edge of the wind. The 
air was streaky off shore, but -Sham- 
rock seemed to thrive on waat the 
yachts were getting. 

Variable Streaks 


Resolute carried mainsail, staysail, 
outer jib and club topsail. Shamrock 
cafried the same sails, but did not 


break out her staysail until later. The 
warning signal was blown at 2:10 and 
the sloops began jockeying: for the 
start, with thelr baby jib topsails up 
in stops. 

The wind had picked up off-shore 
to about three knots, but few specta- 
{ors believed the yachts could finish 
within the six-hour limit, unless it 
freshens considerably. Southwest | 
winds usu&lly blow stronger as the 
afternoon advances, and this probably 
was the reason for ordering a start.

On her long port tack inshore, 
Shamrock was able to work better to 
windward, and at three o'clock had 
cut down much of rival’s lead. Sham- 
rock camé about on the atarbeard 
tack at 3:03. 

When she came about, Shamrock 
was within a mile of the beach. 

As the yachts approached each 
other, Captain Adams saw that 
Shamrock would be able to cross her 
bows. Thereupon Resolute went 
about on the starboard tack at 3:08. 
The yachts were very close together, 
with Shamrock leading and to wind- 
ward, but the difference between 
them could be measured in yards. 

Onethe starboard tack seaward, 
Shamrock footed faster than Resolute 
and improved her position, though the 
yachts were hardly more than 200 
jyards apart. Flukes of wind were 
playing an important part in the con- 
test. 

At 3.30, when both yachts were 
continuing on their long leg to star- 
board, Shamrock had improved her 
weather position. Whether she' was 
getting better slants of air or was be- 
ing handled better than in previous 
races, could mot be etated, but she 
certainly s ed a surprising reversal 
of form in “going to windward. 

At 3,36 the challenger had widen- 
ed her position and was several hun- 
dred yards ahead of the defender. The 
wind was just strong enough to keep 
the yachts’ sails filled. 

Resolute Cute Lead 

Shamrock IV ‘had worked still fur- 
ther out go weather and was leading 
Resolute” by several hundred yarde, 
when &t 3.50 o'clock the yachts had 
covered about six and a half miles of 
| the first 15 mile windward leg of their 
30-mile course. Both yachts were 
standing out to sea on the starboard 
tack with the out mark about 8 1-3 
miles away. 

At 4:06 Resolute ran into a favor- 
ing slant of air and rapidly cut down 
Shamrock’s lead, 

Resolute, by rapid footing fore- 
reached Shamrock and then camo
